Israel Granville Kimball, who 
died Sept. 16th- at his home in 
Bethel, was born in Bethel, April 
24th, 1826, and was educated in the 
town schools and at Gould’s-Acad¬ 
emy, December 8th, 1850, he 
married Lavinia H. Dustin and . 
settled upon the paternal home¬ 
stead. Two sons and three daugh¬ 
ters were born to them. The sons 
reside on the homestead. One 
daughter married Edward Blake, 
and resides in Montana, one 
married Augustus E. Philbrook 
and resides in Shelburne, N. H., 
and t one resided in Bethel, the 
wife of-Edwm Bean.

The prisoner was placed in a vat the] 
sides of which were slightly in excess 
of the average height of a man v In order- 
"to hold in check the rising tide of a 
supply of water .which ran into the vat 
in a constant stream the criminal was, 
furnished with a scoop with which to; 
bale-out the'water as fast as it came in. : 

The. respite from death by immersion"; 
thus obtained was more or less pro¬ 
longed, according to the powers^ of en-; 
durance possessed by the victim. But 
imagine the moral torture, the exhaust;'! 
ing and even hideously grotesque efforts, 
the incessant and pitiless toil hy night 
and day, to stave off the dread moment, 
fast approaching, when, overcome by] 
sleeff’ and fatigue, be was ' unable to*, 
struggle any longer against his fate.— 
Moniteur du Puy. ', , . .

A NOVEL EXPERIMENT. 


The Startling Kesnlt of Firing a Cannon 
Suried Under Water. » 

- The most * curious experiment - ever 
. made with a' piece of ordnance was at 
Portsmouth, England. . A stage was 
erected in the harbor within -the tide 
mark; on this an armstrong-guri of the 
• llo pound-pattern ■ was mounted. The 
gun was then loaded and carefully aimed 
at a. target—all .this, of course, during 
the time of low tide, .A. few hours later, 
When the gun and'the target were both 
covered with'water to a depth of six 
feet, the;gun was fired by means of elec¬ 
tricity. !.,We said “aimed at..a target,” 
but the facts are that there were two 
'targets, but only one' was’ ejected for 
this speciarexperiment, the* other'being 
•the hull of an old vessel, the Griper, 
which lay directly behind the target and 
in range of the ball. The target itself 
was placed only, 25 feet from the muzzle 
of the gun. It was composed of oak 
beams and planks, and was 21 inohes 
thick. • 

In order to mako the old’ Griper im 
vulnerable, a sheet of boiler plates 8 
inches'thick was riveted to the water¬ 
logged hull, in'-direct-range with the 
course the -ball .was expected to’ take if 
not deflected by the water. On all of 
these j —the oaken target, , the boiler 
plates and the old vessel hull—the effect 
of the shot from the - submerged gnn 
was really startling: The wooden target 
was pierced through arid through, tb-a 
boiler iron target was broken into pieces 
and-;driveninto its “backing,” the ball 
/gassing,,rigli.c on through-both sides of 
the vessel, making a huge-hole, through 
which the .Water pouiud in torrents. 
Taken altogether the experiment was 
an entire success, demonstrating, as it 
did, the.feasibility of placing submerge 
gnrisun harbors in time of" war and do¬ 
ing-great damage to the vessels whioh 
an enemy might dispatch *to such points 
for t the.purpose.of shelling cities.—In¬ 
vention.

' Frobably - no' other kinds of power' 
plants afford better illustrations of the" 
tendency to, concentration than some oi] 
the mpdern splendidly equipped electric 
stations in large cities, where ground 
area'rias closely approached the maxi¬ 
mum in value, and in which, therefore, 
econoruio considerations, have dictated 
tip .putting, of as much, generating ap¬ 
paratus 'into as little space as human 
ingenuity would permit, with due re- 
gard to satisfactory performance.

Dentists’ Forceps.
